Effective communication for progressive living is the stressed 
importance of the four required units of English. Each student 
learns the fundamentals of English usage and grammar. Practical 
English is taught by drilling in correct spelling, writing, and vo¬ 
cabulary, preparing the individual for the future. 

With this to build on, classes explore World, American, and 
English literature in detail. Creative expression is encouraged as 
students relate through essays, short stories, plays, and poetry. 
Insight Into the world of today, yesterday, and tomorrow, and 
personal development are enhanced by wide reading made at¬ 
tractive by English studies. 

Every participant finds an area of interest in English; Sopho¬ 
mores enjoy reading Silas Marner, Juniors make a study of an 
assigned novel, and Seniors delve into the world of William 
Shakespeare, Goeffrey Chaucer, and Charles Dickens.

Mathematics courses fulfill the need of every 
student at Fair Park, whether he decides to 
seek higher education in college or to procure 
a job upon graduating. Several math courses 
are offered at Fair Park such as Business Math, 
Algebra I, Algebra II, Geometry, and Advanced 
Math, concerning trigonometry and advanced 
algebra. 

A combination of lectures and demonstra¬ 
tions are exhibited by most of the math teach¬ 
ers. The blackboard is an essential tool in the 
classroom along with rulers and compasses. 

This year witnessed the birth of a new method 
of teaching. Team teaching is composed of 
students taking advanced math, advanced phys¬ 
ics and advanced English. Unlike the normal 
classroom, three teachers work together in com¬ 
bined efforts to provide a more unified ap¬ 
proach to both teaching and learning.

In Home Economics and Home and Fam¬ 
ily Living classes, girls are trained for their 
important job of homemaking. Personal 
grooming, meal planning, cooking, sewing, 
and serving are taught as a foundation of 
knowledge all homemakers should know. The 
girls also learn practical methods of buy¬ 
ing and caring for the home. Help with 
personality development and everyday 
problems are also offered in the courses to 
help them become better family members.
